Cabin Blown Into a River and Five 
Orcupants Drowned. 



San Anoklo, Tex., Dec. 27.— Newt 
readied here Thursday afternoon of s 
disaster in which seven liveB were lost 
and much property was destroyed 
last Tuesday night The wind and 
rain storm which swept over 
Texas assumed the fierceness of s 
hurricane and deluge at Ham 
bricks ranch near Sterling City, 
about sixty miles northwest of thit 
place. Hambrick had a large flock oi 
sheep and a big herd of cattle, being 
looked after by three Mexican herd- 
ers.

h KA.VKKoitt, Ky., Dec. 27. -Warden 
George. ,.f ihe Kentucky penitentiary, 
1 htirs,.av morning filed his annual re- 
port with the board of sinking fund 
commissioners. It is an exhaustive 
document, covering the management 
of the institution from December.!, 
180s, to November 30, 1895. The report 
shows that there are 1,104 prisoners in 
the institution. 

The largest number from any coun- 
ty is from Jefferson, 208. The report 
shows that the profits of the cuair 
plant have not maintained the institu- 
tion by 87,812.
